OUR GY'HASIUM 
In abouta-manth and a half or 
t7 we hopgy to see a large gymna~ 
sium on the corner of Second and 
F Streets where one of the tennis 
courts is nov. 

The symnasium will be about 50 by 
80 feat and the ceiling will be 
about 18 or 20 feet high. It is so 
built that the actual playing space 
for basket bull will be 41 by 76 fet. 
There will be the furnace room and 
dressing rooms in the basement. 

The gymmeasium will be arranged so 
thet a stasze can be put in. There- 
fore the gymnasium can be used instead 
of the auditorium with less expense 
und will: be better because there 
wont need to be so many lights and 
it will take less wood to heat the 
gyim vecause the auditorium is so 
far from the furnace that the pipes 
@o not hold all the heat. 

The gymn is going to be fire proof 
as much as possible as the walls 
will be made of concrete but the 
floor and roof will have to. be meade 
of wood becuuse it would be impossible 
to build a concrete roof for that 
large a building and the floor has 
to be of wood so it can be used «us 
a basket ball floor. 

We hope to see the new gymn soon 
and I think we shall as the board is 
working very earnestly at it, espec- 
lally the chairman, Mr. Frame, who . 
is letting everything go till 
the gymn is started. ;
